ID NO:3, as found in Yersinia pestis plasmid pPCPl . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest recombinant vectors or hosts transformed with an 
open reading frame that is nucleotides 2389 to 2826 of instant SEQ ID NO: 3. The closest 
prior art provided by Hu et al. (of record) provides no motivation to place this particular portion 
of the nucleic acid they teach into a vector. The instantly claimed vector and host cell have 
patentable utility because the nucleic acid comprising nucleotides 2389-2826 of SEQ ID NO: 3 is 
useful to detect Y. pestis. The vector and host can be used to produce additional copies of the 
nucleic acid comprising nucleotides 2389-2826 of SEQ ID NO: 3, and thus have utility because 
the nucleic acid itself has utility.
